ORDER 

The Kerala State Council for Science, Technology & Environment (KSCSTE) 
has furnished a proposal vide the reference read as first paper above for setting 
up of a new Institute “Srinivasa Ramanujan Institute for Basic Sciences” at 
Rajiv Gandhi Institute of Technology (RIT) Campus in Kottayam for providing 
capacity building and training in Basic Science and Mathematics Education and 
Research. 

The “Institute for Basic Sciences” has been started with an Advisory 
Board of eminent Scientists in pursuant to the announcement for ? 10 Crore 
(Rupees Ten Crore only) in the Governor’s Address on 1-3-2012 to start the 
Institute under the KSCSTE. The Institute has been officially inaugurated by 
the Hon’ble Chief Minister on 7th February 2013.

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The scheme for starting this new Institute is included among the 20 items 
in the Plan Write up for Twelfth Five year Plan 2012-2017, Second year’s 
programme 2013-14 under the ‘Schemes and Programmes’ of KSCSTE. The 
KSCSTE has set apart an amount of ? 50 Lakh for the setting up of the 
Institute. 

The Special Working Group held on 29-7-2013 decided to accord in principle 
concurrence for the scheme subject to the approval of Council of Ministers. 

In view of the decision of the Working Group meeting of the Science and 
Technology Department held on 31-7-2013. Government have accorded 
Administrative Sanction for the implementation of the activities related to the 
preparation of Detailed Project Report and allied academic activities of the 
setting up of the Srinivasa Ramanujan Institute for Basic Sciences under the titile 
“Setting up of Srinivasa Ramanujan Institute for Basic Sciences” at an estimated 
cost of ? 50,00,000 (Rupees Fifty Lakhs only) under the Head of Account 
3425-60-200-71-36 (P). 

After having examined the matter in detail. Government are pleased to 
accord Administrative Sanction for setting up of the new Institute “Srinivasa 
Ramanujan Institute for Basic Sciences” at RIT Campus in Kottayam at an 
estimated cost of ? 25,00,00,000 (Rupees Twenty-five Crore only) under KSCSTE 
within a period of 3 years for providing capacity building and training in Basic 
Sciences and Mathematics Education and Research with the following details 
regarding year-wise split up of various components:
